NEW PUBLIOATIONS. 


MARK TWAIN'S BOOK. 

THE INNOCENTS ABROAD, or tho Now Pilgrims! 
Progress. By Mark TWAIN (Gamucl L. Clemens). 
Byo. pp. 651. Hartford: Amorican Publishing Com: 
pany. 

Mark Twain, ns tho roadors of Ti Tamune at 
any rato mnst remember, was one of the confiding 
band who in 1867 sailed from Now-York in tho 
Quaker City on a sort of wholesale Sunday-school 
excursion ronnd the world. They wero to go overy- 
whore and sco cyerything, and haye no great trouble 
about it cither, for their lender decided what they 
onght to seo and showed them jnat how to eco it, 
Wo bolisve they did get a gront deal of experi- 
ence of Europa and the Holy Land for their 
moderate expeuditure of time anf’ money, and Mark 
Twain cccasionally during the voyago contributed 
to Tre TRmUNE his impressions of foreign Jands and 
people, and a narrative of somo of the incidents of 
the trip. Hero, however, we have a complete history 
of tho voyage, copionsly illustrated, Mfr. Clemens 
has on aboininable sroverence for tradition and 
authority,—which somotimea unfortunately dogen- 
crates into an offonsive irreverence for things which 
otbor men hold sacrod,—and makes not the slightest 
hesitation ot expressing his opinions in the yery 
plainest possible Inuguage, no matter how unortho- 
dox they may be, There is nothing which he fears 
to laugh st, and thongh some people may wish that 
ho had beon a little more tender of the romance of 
travel, it 13 cortaiuly refresuing to find o tourist 
who docs not caro what other tourists havo said be- 
fore him. ‘Tho greater part of his book is pure fmm, 
and considering how much of it thore is, the fresh- 
ness is wonderfully well sustained. Mr. Clemons, 
since the death of Charles F. Browne, must be rated 
as tho chief representative of that peculiar kind of 
humor in which Artemus Ward was without a par 
allel. It is a humor whoso principal clements are 
not bad spelling and verbal burlesque, for Mark 
Twain docs not practice those arta, but a sort of sol- 
emn audacity and wild commingling of the most 
incongruons ideas. Take, for inStanct, hia account 
of a visit to to tho Roman Coliseum, where he pro- 
fessos to Lave found among the rubbish “the only 
play-bill of that establishment now extant:” hogives 
it in full, together with acriticism on the perform- 
ance from The Roman Daily Battle-Ax of tho period. 
He describes very gonsibly the sisit.af tha tomninte 
appearance adds: “IfI could have stolen his coat I 
would haye done it, When I mect a man like that I 
want something to remember him by. In Rome he 
was bored by the Old Masters; whom he confesses 
¢hat he conld not appreciate: 

In (hls conneotion I wish to sayone word about Michaol 
Angelo Buonnrottl. I used to worship the mighty geniug 
of Michael Augelo—that mau who was greatin poctry, 
painting, sculpture, prohitcolans -erany in everything lie 
Underlook.

PEAR CULTURE FOR PROFIT. By P. 7. 
Practioal Horticulturist, 12m

Soon after the late Professor Mapes purohnsed: tho 
40ncro tract near Newark upon which ho put in 
practice “his clear, original and practical yiowa 
of agriculture, the anthor of tho yolume be- 
foro us migrated to this country and found o 
home at the Mapesfarm. At first a chore boy ho 
soon became foreman and manager. The theories of 
the laboratory wero by him tested in actual practice 
onthe farm. The attention of both Professor and 
foreman was early drawn to pear culturo as a special 
business, to which the choicest acres and the best 
methods of tho farm should bo devoted, Young, 
carnest, and hopeful Mr. Quinn Delieyved that he 
could master the secrets and overcome the difficul- 
ties which had discouraged older gardeners in their

Tf one wishes to raise peara intelligently, says Mr.

Know first the character of his soll—the best mode of 
Preparing it, the best _varleties to select undor existing 
conditions, the best mode of planting, pruning, fertilizing, 

rafting, ond utilizing the cround beforo the treea coma 

‘to beating, and, ually, of gathering and packing, and 

the best ways of marketing bis frult. The hope of fur 
uishing practical Jnformation on all these points bas In- 
duced “the author to endeavor to. draw for others tha 
samo Tessous which yeura of practical experience hayo 
afforded him, 

A glance at facts well known to our orchardists 
and froit dealers will convinco any ono that a good 
book on tho pear ia needed. If ono tree in twenty 
that has becn sct in the soil since 1850 had lived, and 
produced eyen moderately, Bartlett poars would 
be as plentiful as Rhode Island greenings or black- 
berries. An examination of the tables on pago 101 
furnishes that which must make us pause if wo im- 
ogine the pear to be growing moro abundant or 
cheaper. A barrel of choice Barfletta, which in 1860 
could be obtained for $95, brought $90 the year fol- 
lowing, and $45 last year. The Seckel, most dolicious 
of small pears, showa a corresponding increase, The 
Louise Bonne do Jersey runs up on a more moderato 
grade. The Ducheaso shows a growing popularity. 
A mention of these four is. an cnumoration of the va- 
rieties which Mr.Quinn has found best on bis soil, 
and with his relations to the seasons und the ocean. 
He cultivates the Summer Bell, the Bourré Boso, the 
Beurré Diol, Beurré Clairgeau, Flemish Beanty, Vir- 
galicu, Lawrence, Pound, and Vicar of Winkfield. 
“But be warns tho amateur against the ambition for a 
wide assortment and along catalogue, Some exper- 


imental lines must be drawn. For instance, a farmer 
in Onio cannot know, except by trial or the experi- 
ence of his neighbors, whethor the Duchesse will 
grow well and froit well with bim. 

Mr. Quinn’s book appeals forcibly to our national 
Joyo of results and of well-defined success. He gives 
the figures at each step in a way that’ is surprisingly 
definite.

Nurserymen who hayo catalogues like the moral 
Jaw will criticise the eclesticism of Mr. Qninn, and 
mention brilliant qualities in yaricties; which our 
author has discarded. But tho public will bo'sure to 
sustain Mr-Quinn against tho tree venders, Most 
cultivatoré would be gisd'to know tho best six, but 
ars indifferent whether there aro sixteon or sixty or 
six hundred pears known to tho loarned amatonr, 
What Mr. Quinn gives on this point is "knowledge 
of good, dear bought by knowing ill;” Jo has tried 
this much praised varjety, and it does, not, fruit 
thatfamous French ponr, avd it docs not ripen 
another, and tho fruit stands cannot disposo of 
them.”

Of students of the battle-fleld there aro several of much 
enterprise and thoroughness, chicf of whom {a undoubr 
édly Batchelder, the maker of o astriiing chart of the 
landscapo and positions. It fa he who las beon our 
chaperone over tho bills and meadows; but his excellent 
knowledgo Will probably hove becn more profitable to 
him a8 up cnthas{asm than oa a literary or art venture. 

Tho artist of tho dattle-fold, employed by tho Common: 
wealth of Pennsylvania, seems to be a painstaking and 
anxious gentloman, while the abrowd ond business-like 
direction of the cemetery and its consecrations Is the 
work of Mr. David Wills, o Gettyeburger. Tho mona 
ment of Gottysburg Is the design of Mr, Batterson, tho 
Btone-cutter, of Hartford, who began to desi; historia 
monuments several years xo, and whose handicraft you 
can see {n tho Worth Momument of Now-York. Except- 
ing Banker Hill, itis the most ambitious sbaft act up on 
apy American battle-feld, and yot lt 1s little moro than 
conventional aud pleasing, while the cemetery Itself isa 
lgndecape garden. I muat inalst thatthe best monument of 
the field Js after all the unipcumberod and unornamented 
landecope, in sgricultaral array as it lay when tho char- 
aoter of our empire wos decided here, with all 
ita dips, bloff, and emmences nptilted as they 
were, and only tho reverent jmagination and 
memory of tho beholder for an interpreter. mark 
this vast plain oll over with stakes ond tablets would be 
to belittle and dishguro it, Ho who visits Austeriits 
grea its monument in tho riapg sum and fecls Ite eacri- 
fices{n tho grasses bencath his feet, aud Gottyebarg 
should be no children’s play-house, narked bere with &

In the Moke-e-Moke Mountain, on tho cast of 
‘Treasure Mountain, beds of bituminons-shale, which 
burns freely, Lave been found. ‘This material makes 
hot fire, but leaves so much refuse slag and asbes 
thatit caunot be used to advantage in ordinary 
furnaces, but some way may be discovered for util- 
izing it when it is reqnired. Ultimately the fnet 
question will become a serious ono for White Pino 
District, if the miues hold out, but for tho present 
there is an abundance, and money will bring moro 
from somo sonree when itis required. 

From the milla I went to the assay office of ‘. M. 
Luther, a modest, nupretending, one-story shanty, 
Tadely constrncted of boards aud cloth and paper, in 
which tho assaying of tho bullion from the mills at 
Shermantown, and somo from other parts of the dik- 
trict, is done, ‘The amalgam-silver held in combina- 
tion with quicksilver, when takemfrom tho pans 
in the mills, is “retorted,” 4. ¢, heated in 
rotorts to get rid of the quicksilyer by sublina- 
tion, ond tho cake of “‘ernde bullion” thon goes 
into the assaycr’s hands. It is placed in 
pots made of plumbago, and placed in furnaces of 
brick heated to an intenso degree with charcoal 
fire, The bullion being melted is ran into bars 
weighing 100 pounds or lesa, and worth frou $1,000 
to $2,000in coin. A row of theso melting fornaces 
rans across tho back end of the little shop, the office 
with the weighing scales, &o., ocoupy the front 
room. From the books of the establishment I glean 


the following particulars of the business 
carried on in this little placo by two 
men, the proprietor and ono _ assistant : 


The first “melt” was made on the 14th of Ootohor, 
186S—ten months ago. The coin valne of the bullion 
mnelted since then was as follows: Octobsr, $00,918 84;

The total for the 
entire year will exceed $1,000,000, And this almost 
wholly from two small mills, one of ten stamps, anv 
one of cight, tho others not having been in operation 
nntil within! a few months or weeks past. 
Wile I was in tho office the niclter camo 
in to say that he was ready to commence running 
bare, and wo stepped into the back room, ‘Tho pot 
was hoisted ont of thé white-beated furnace, and tho 
contents were poured inte an iron mold, forming 0 
“brick” or bar as large as aman could well carry. 
‘The bar as soon as sufficiently cooled was turned ont 
of the mold, and treated to a diluted sulphorie acid 
bath to clean itand make it bright, then washed off 
with lye and cold ho assayer then with a 
haramer pounds down any irregularities of surface, 
tomake the bar smooth and casy to handle, and from.
